be' " Of the powers that be," I shall speak in 
another chapter. As regards the defense of a 
Nation, it is sufficient briefly to observe, that 
where national or personal defense requires the 
cooperation of human actions, just and right- 
eous in themselves and in their relations, there 
we must accompany our faith with our works,: 
for we cannot expect the fulfillment of any 
promise of God without the discharge of the 
duties which he has prescribed to ue as condi- 
tions.
